They were 
dated from February 20 to April 15 
of this year and were exchanged be- 
tween the prime minister and the 
premiers of the provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Under date of February 20, Pre- 
mier King addressed a letter to the 
premiers of each of the three prairie 


Provinces, dealing at length with the| 
natuval resources question and stating | 


that the federal government had an 
earnest desire to bring wbout an 
early settlement of the question which 
had been for so long in controversy. 

Mr. King set forth a propos) for 
the settlement of the dispute and 


asked the opinion of the three west-| 


ern premiers as to its acceptability 


These letters led to the recent series | 


of conferences between members of 
the federal government and represen- 
tatives of the provinces 

Eastern Objections 

In his letter, the prime minister 
dealt with the difficulties which had 
arisen in past attempts to reach a 
settlement and also with the ob- 
jections lodged by the older prov- 
inces against previous proposals, It 
Was probable, he said, that the claim 
of the eastern provinces arose largely 
from a belief that the aim of tho 
prairie provinces was to receive tho 
lands, etc., and to continue to receive 
the subsidy which had been allowed 
“Perhaps,"’ eaid the 
prime minister in his letter, “the 
early claims of the prairie provinces 
afforded some warrant for such an 
attitude. We think, however, that 
the claim on the part of the eastern 
provinces will probably be removed if 
{t be clearly understood that In re- 
celving the lands from the dominion, 
the prairie provinces will surrender 
the subsidies now held lieu of 
lands.” 

The prime minister suggested tjiat 
|the shortest and simplest way of 
settlement would be “to ignore the 
| transactions of the past and make a 
| fresh start." 
| If the prairie provinces, however, 
would prefer an accounting between 
jthe dominion and the provinces from 
the beginning by an independent tri- 
bunal, “we would not object to such 
a plan.”
